out the Stute to assist the discharged (readmen,
and alao to compel a settlement of accounts
with them by their late employers,

The KElection at Chattanocoga—-A Fiag
Uaptured from the Conservalives by
Radicals at Kingston.

Onarravoooa, Tenn,, August 2.—All the ne-
cessary prepurations were made by the city
nulhorities yesterday to fm-ncrv:: the peace, The

olls opened at 8 o'clock, and the colored
wgue, organized en masse, formed in column

at the polline place, till noen, when #ix hun
dred snd elghty-nine votes had been casl, and
nearly all the negroes had voted. Certificates
were furnished by the Loague to many negroes
from Georgia, who voted the radieal ticket, The
negro vote was cast solid for the radicals, The

Mewropolitun  Police distributed radical tickets

to negroes, The struight radieal tickets wore

stamped with « brondaxe, meaning that the axe

i# lnid at the root of the tree.  This was done 1o

prevent counterfeiting, and for the benefit of

such negroes na conld not read,

The utmost order and good feeling prevailed
all day and night, and there was no intoxicn-
tion. e whites who were not radieals held no
conversation with the negroes, but let them
have their own way.

The whole number of votes cast in the city Is
025, Brownlow received 820, Eiberidge 95,
Siokes 822, Fleming (independent) 39, The
whole radieal ticket 18 elected by an over-
whelming majority, DBrownlow's majority in
the connty is estlmated at 1225, Stokes i85 re-
elected to Congress in the Third Dhatrict,

Etheridge and Mayoard spoke at Kingston on
Wednesday. Colonel Byrd, a conservative, had
the flag of his old regiment, the 1st Tenvessor
Infantry, on the stand while Etheridge was
speaking, After the speaking was done the
radicals captured the flaz for their stand, The
congervatives formed to charge and retake the
flag, but were prevented by Etheridge. No
other disturbance took place. All was quiet at
last accounts, but the flag has not yel been re-
turned.

THE LOCKOUT IN PITTSBURG.

Compromise Hestween the Irommasters
and Ironworkers—What Has Boon Lost
by the Btrike—Effoct on the Business
of Pittaburg.

From the Pitisbury (Penn.) Commereial, Auguast 2,
The great lockout, as it Is now generally

termed, which has since the 12th of Januury

last closed, or nearly closed, our rolling miils,
I8 now regarded by all parties concerned ne at
an end. The lronworkers generally appear Lo
be satisfled with the compromise, and express
their intention of observing it.

The suspenslon ot labor hias been one of the
most extensive that has ever occurred in this
loeality, and the effects huve been felt by all
classes of society. It wae ramored, in De-
cemoer, 1866, that on the 156th of the followlng
January the varlous iron mills in the city and
vicinity would suspend buosiness on accounnt of
& difficulty about wages. The proprietors of the
rolling milis had notitied their puddiors that the
wages they were paying would have to be re-
duced, as they could no longer give $9 per ton,
The workingmen refused (o submit 10 suy re
duction, and a strike, or lockout, us it iy now
called, was the result. On Monday, December
10, the rolling mill of Jones & [oneh-
lin, Brownstown, which had been paying
$9 per ton for a week, stopped,  Satorday, Jan-
uary 12, the Duquesne Iron Works and the
rolling mill of Zug & Co., in the Fifth Ward
stopped. Nearly all the mills in the wnicinity
ulso stopped at this time, The only mills that
continued In operation were the following: —
Lyon, Shorb & Co., Monongaheln Borough:
Huichineon, Glass & Co., Boho Run; Grege's
mille, Four Mile Runi sind the mills ot Hussey,
Welle & Co.,, Fifth Ward, These mills eon
tinued to run all winter, Ou Mondav, April 1,
several of the mills commenced runniog a few
furnaces, paying $0 per ton, Affuirs remained
in this state, with no immedinte pms‘wuu of &
selttlement, until a eard nppeared, April 24, from
Messrs, Zog & Co,, of the Bable Works, stating
that they would hand over their mill one
year Lo any responsible party, on tohe condition
that the mill should bte run to the extent
of its capacily, aud the party should pay over to
them, a8 thelr share of the profits, the wyeraee
dilierence between the prices then demanded in
Pivtsburg, and those then paid over in Eastern
Penneylvanin, New York, New England, aod
New Jersey. This proposition wis not accepted.
At this time eeveral of the mills ware running
partially, aud there were not s0 many men out
ot employment as duriog the winter, Toe mull
of Jones & Laoghlin started April 80, and has
been ronning ever since, Zug & Co, nlso started
the first of May. The Duquesne Iron Works
also commenced running, These establish-
ments, however, still ¢laimed that they could
not afford to pay tke prices asked, and did not
ron the full number ol furnaces.

Ou Saturday morning, June 22, a train of cars
direct from New York arrived at the Upion
Depot, containing over two hundred iron workers
from Germany. These were put at work In
some ol the mills, and consderable excitement
wis the result.

In the early part of last week a commitiee
from the Iron Masters' Assoclation, and & com-
mittee from the Iron Workers' Assoviation, met
and sgreed upon a compromise, which was sub-
mitted to the Iast mentioned body on Saturday
evening lasy, and ratified by them. Thnis com-
promise allows the boilers nine dollars per ton
until the 17th of the present month, After that
they submit to & reduction of one dollar per ton
with an agreement that a further reduction shal
take place incase the price of iron decrenses,
This amrrangement seems to be acoepled by ali
perties as final, and in a few weeks the mills
will undoubtedly be rupning to their tull
capacity.

The number of men out of employment March |

1 was estimated to be as follo wsi— Puddlers, T00;
helpers, nail laborers, and others dependent on
the work of the puddlers for support, 30003
miners on the soulh side of the Monongahels,
on the Youghiogheny snd the Penusylvania
Rallroad, 1000; iron moulders, 800; laborers de-

pendent on their work for employment, 1000; |

glass-blowers, 300; laborers dependent on them
for work, 700. This makes the total nunber of
men outof employment at that time 7000. An ave-
rage of §3 Fer day for these men would be a low
estimate at the prices ’pald at the time of the
strike; al this rate, from Jaouary 1 to March
81, the wnges paid would have been about
$1,302,000, At this time some of the mill= start-
ing furnished part of the men with work.
Allowing 6000 to have been out of eml)loyment
since that time, and to remain so nutil the new
arrangement goes into effect, and Lheir wages at
the same rate would amonnt to $1,680,000, The
total amount of money, had the mills not stood
idle, that would have been paid out, therefore,
is $2,982,000. This estimate, perhaps, will not
cover hulf the loss which our city has sustained
by the lockout.
